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Truth Not Welcome 


a3 N this hobby there is a constant search for information. 
Curiously the results of such searching receive a welcome 
except when they disprove the authenticity of a stamp 
of high market value. Then, the person advancing the 
information is personally assailed; most of his findings 
ignored or twisted in their mfeaning and those who had 
or have copies of the stamp adopt a hostile attitude to- 
ward all data disputing the stamp’s right to recognition. It seems that 
the only safe stamps on which adverse findings may be reported are 
those cataloging but 2c! Two recent instances emphasize this situation. 

Last year we and other papers printed an article which stated the 
2c Panama-Pacific “lake shade” was only a color changeling which 
could be duplicated by heat applied to a normal stamp. This was proven 
and in such a manner any open minded person would have been con- 
vinced. An owner of some of these stamps recently used space in a 
society organ to attack not only the article but the authors, and in 
such a manner that a person comparing the two articles would only be 
further convinced (if indeed additional convincing were needed) that 
the Lake is a changeling. As an instance, the original article termed the 
stamp just that, the clumsy “rebuttal” having twisted changeling to 
“fake”—and the two words have such a different meaning that any 
philatelist misusing one for the other only proves his own incompetence 
to write on such a subject. There is no evidence that any 2c Panama- 
Pacifics were printed in lake; there is overwhelming evidence that many 
of the stamps after being printed, were changed to lake, probably for 
the most part by accidental application of heat which had no effect on 
the paper, so that consequently the whiteness of the paper is nothing 
upon which to judge the Lake changeling. 

Another recent instance of this attitude is shown by the rudely 
couched rebuttal by a financially interested party to published articles 
on Colombia’s alleged first air mail stamp. Here we have practically all 
the points ignored (incuding the one that the stamp would not have 
paid enough postage to carry an ordinary letter, not to mention an air- 
mail missive). The novel theory is advanced that if a postmaster 
without authority places his postmark upon a label which in turn is 
affixed to some envelopes carried (it apparently matters not where or 
why) by a plane, that makes the stamps air mail stamps and the 
envelopes air mail covers! 


Philately for its own good cannot admit of the theory that past 
acceptance of a masquerading label compels us always to treat it as a 
postage stamp. Or that sale or purchase of such labels for large sums 
compels their continued recognition. We accept data which gives philatelic 
recognition to questioned items; therefore we are bound to also accept 
data which would force withdrawal of recognition of hitherto unques- 
tioned items. The publisher of a catalog has a duty to see that his list- 
ings are correct, and most publishers take that attitude. None of us are 
infallible and he who refuses to admit error is possible, is only kidding 
himself. Let’s give those who present new data a courteous hearing and 
judge their presentation by its merits, not by prejudices and the sound 
of the cash register’s bell.

Censor Marks Reported 


We were shown recently by a sub- 
scriber whose name escapes us, a group 
of censored covers from France. Among 
these were franked covers from Army 
post offices, without postage stamps 
since they were addressed to points with- 
in France. Covers and cards sent by sol- 
diers to foreign addresses had to bear 
postage stamps. The others were sim- 
ply marked in writing in upper right “F. 
M.” (Franchise Militaire). Postmarks 
were simple circular black handstamps 
with date in center and _ inscription 
around top inside of circle “POSTES 
AUX ARMEES.” Censor marks in the 
form of labels and handstamps, as pre- 
viously noted were on most covers. 


Dr. William E. Neff, Jr. sends an 
interesting group of covers, including one 
from Leading Aircraftsman John G. 
Parr, who was a prisoner in Tobruk when 
the Anzacs captured the town and greet- 
ed his fellows with “Welcome, pals, the 
town is yours!” as was described in a 
recent issue of LIFE. The cover bears 
current 10m. Egyptian stamp, cancelled 
with blue Anzac army postmark in- 
scribed “ARMY P. O.,” but date and 
balance of inscription illegible. Censor 
marking is a bluish rectangle with crown 
and eagle at top left and inscribed 
“PASSED BY R. A. F./CENSOR No. 
$23.” 


A Hong Kong cover containing adver- 
tising matter and unsealed, has 5c stamp 
neatly cancelled by an impression of 
the large double-ringed circular censor 
mark: “PASSED BY/CENSOR/HONG 
KONG/No. 6.” In addition “6” is 
scrawled in pencil next to address. 


Another Egyptian campaign cover has 
Egyptian stamps, cancelled with Second 
Brigade Headquarter P. O. cancel and 
has a square censor marking “PASSED/ 
BY/UNIT/CENSOR.” Another cover, 
with BASE P. O. postmark, no stamps, 
and no indication of point mailed, but 
evidently from an Anzac somewhere and 
has small rectangular violet censor mark- 
ing of crown “PASSED BY CENSOR” 
and “No. 983.” 


A cover from the H. M. S. Hector 
(though where is not of course indi- 
catted), has stamped in upper right in 
a single line inscription in black, with- 
out frame “PASSED FREE OF POST- 
AGE” and censor mark in blue “PASSED 
BY NAVAL CENSOR.” 


Dr. Neff also submits an air cover 
from Singapore, the cover being normal 
except it is inscribed in pen and ink at 
upper left “ON ACTIVE SERVICE R. 
A. A. F.” and stamped with red unboxed 
marking in four lines, each separated 
by horizontal bar: “(eagle)/R. A. F./ 
CENSOR/74.” 


The first Canadian cover with a cen- 
sor label like that of other British ter- 
ritory was received the other day. The 
label was in black on white paper, seal- 
ing the end of the cover, in two lines 
“EXAMINED BY/CENSOR” with 


censor’s number “C. 119” in lower right 
corner, This was on a letter from Hali- 
fax.

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Italy's Tripolitania and Philately 





As the Australian forces approach Tri- 
poli, it appears almost certain that Italy 
will lose, at least temporarily, the last 
north African territory under its control. 
Tripoli has had a philatelic history fully 
as colorful as its political history. To 
Americans the town is remembered for 
that long ago exploit of young lieutenant 
Stephen Decatur in burning a captured 
American vessel under the guns of the 
native fort. Being quite close to Italy and 
a natural trade center, Italian merchants 
became prominent in the coastal Tripoli 
region, as they were in many north Ax:ri 
can towns. Eventually, an Italian post 
office was established at Tripoli, just 





when is not clear, but evidently in the 
early 1870’s. Ordinarily Italian stamps 
were used, but in 1873 a royal decree o 
the king of Italy called for providing all 
Italian post offices in foreign countries 
with regular Italian stamps overprin.ed 
“ESTERO” (foreign). These stamps 
were by terms of the decree the only 
ones to be used at these ofiices commenc- 
ing on January 1, 1874. Tripoli was 
nominally Turkish and that government 
protested against establishment of Italian 
offices in its territory with consequent 
loss of revenue. But the other powers had 
post offices at important centers and the 
Italians demanded and received the same 
privilege. 

Tripoli’s first distinctive stamps did 
not appear until 1910, they being author- 
ized by a royal decree of August 13, 
1909 which extended the special stamp 
issues authorized in 1898 for other post 
offices. The current Italian stamps were 
overprinted “Tripoli di Barberia” and no 
first day of issue being decreed, appeared 
when ready. The Scott and Gibbons cata- 
logues say these stamps were issued in 
1910, so apparently there was consider- 
able delay in providing them. The Estero 
stamps had not been in recent use at 
Tripoli, as the decree specifically men- 
tioned that current Italian stamps identi-

cal with those of Italy were in use and 
should cease to be used when the new 
overprints were ready. 

The origin of the name “Tripoli di 
Barberia” is a corruption of Land of 
the Berbers. Somehow the country and 
region became known generally as the 
Barbary Coast. 

The Italians, like the rest of the Euro- 
pean powers, were anxious to expand in 
Africa, but the Ital:ans started a little 
late and consequently obtained only Eri- 
trea on the Red Sea. They attemped to 
take over Ethiopia as well, but the Em- 
peror Menelik practically annihilated an 
Italian army which in 1896 attemned the 
feat accomplished 40 years later. Friction 
with the Turkish government reached 
its height in September 1911 when Italy 
demanded cession of Tripoli and Cyrene 
—in fact all Turkish territory in Africa. 
in a brief war following the Turkish re- 
fusal, the Italians occupied the coastal 
regions. In the interior resistance was 
better organized amongst the Moslem na- 
tives and at one time, in 1916, the Ital 
ians were nearly forced to abandon Afri- 
‘a. Meantime Turkey by the treaty of 
October 18, 1912 had ceded the disputed 
regions along with Mediterranean islands. 





The Italians with visions of restoration 
of the Roman Empire, recalled that the 
ancients had termed the coastal districts 
as well as the adjacent Libyan desert as 
“Libya”, so prompily the new territor- 
ies became again Libya (Libia). In 1912 
Italy issued stamps overprinted with that 
name, and the ‘Iripoli issues went into 
the discard. Modern Libia has included

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1940's Postage Meters 





The postage meter collector found the 
year 1940 a most interesting one. Three 
new types made their appearance and 
kept collectors alert trying to secure 
them for their albums. The first one, 
officially designated as KK, came into 
use early in the year. It was a radical 
change from its predecessor, the H4 
or familiarly known as the Eagle type, 
and is often referred to as the stream- 
lined meter. There is no semblance of 
perforations, and the eagle is facing to 
the right. The three stars over his head 
in H4 are missing, but there are 13 
stars to the right of the indicia in the 
later numbers. This new type starts 
with No. 100,000, and already 102,000 has 
been seen, so meter salesmen have been 
busy this past year. The chief advan- 
tage is its speed, twice as fast as the 
H4. At first few slogans were used, but 
later they became more common, as 
many firms used the slogan they had 
with the new indicia which makes a new 
item for the collector. 

The second type to appear is similar 
to the KK, but it is made by Postage 
Meter Company for use in Canada. In 
the 94,000 series, the crown is shown in 
the indicia, between the town circle and 
amount paid, but the new 140,000 series 
has no pretense of perforations, and the 
central design is the emblem of the coun- 








The town circle does not have the double 
lines as before, the inner line is incom- 
plete and has two arcs between “New 
York” and “N.Y.” The indicia is smaller 
and nearly square, and each upper corner 
has a star. The wording “Amount Paid” 
is left out entirely, and one set of wavy 
lines is missing. Slogans on this type 
have been rare, although 7106 uses one, 
“R for compressed air equipment” from 
New York City under date of December 
6. One of these new meters, No. 7287, 
is in use in Windsor and I shall be glad 
to send one to any readers requesting 
one. 

In June the second edition of Steiger’s 
“Handbook of United States Postage 
Meters” was published. It is larger than 
the 1939 edition and is full of illustrated 
charts making the study of meters simple 
even for the novice. 

Many postoffices installed postage me- 
ters in the parcel post sections, simplify- 
ing the mailing of a package both for the 
clerk and patron, as it eliminated the 
need for a drawer full of stamps, and this 
speeded up service in busy times. Col- 
lectors tried to secure these tapes and 
found that postmasters would happily 
oblige them if they accompanied their 
request with a stamped self-addressed 
envelope plus one cent apiece for each
